THE STEEL SETTLEMENT 


The steel settlement violates this principle espoused by Mr, 
Reuther; and the end effects. of this violation on the. price-wage 
structure are. yet to be assessed. Indeed, we may, alréady have 
begun that inflation spiral we have so ominously anticipated. If 50, 
we have Mr. Truman and his advisers to thank. ;

PROLONGED CRISIS 


It surely cannot be denied that the American economy, since 
1929, had been in a prolonged state of crisis. -Only during the war 
years, with millions of working men in the armed services, have 
we even approached full employment. Moreover, this country still 
refuses officially to commit itself to a program of full employment 
for its citizens. When Henry Wallace talks of 60,000,000 jobs for 
American workers, envisaging full and rewarding. employment for 
all who are able to work, he is regarded by many leading indus- 
trialists, politicians and newspapers as a crackpot, 


DYNAMIC PROPULSION 


And if President Truman recommends jobs for all and adequate 
unemployment insurance benefits and: a national health- program, 
barely a handful of Congressmen take him seriously. One is dis- 
posed, in view of Mr, Truman’s lack of imagination and force in 
pushing his recommendations, to wonder if the President himself 
takes his proposals with su;fficient seriousness, or at least~ with 
sufficient understanding of what it is to blue-print a program and 
then give it the dynamic-propulsionto realization. 

THE CONCEPT OF THE PUBLIC WELFARE 

The concept of the public welfare is foremost in the American 
political tradition: Res Publiea, the public thing, the common wel- 
fare, this is the over-all. instructive principle: in our political 
aspirations. ‘ ;

CLEVELAND, Ohio. — The fu- 
ture of the American Jewish Con- P 


ference, the inclusion of the Am- 
erican scene in its activities, and 
the formulation of a program for 
the peace parley claimed the ma- 
jor attention of over 450 delegates, 
as its‘ftiird session opened at the 
Hotel Cleveland. A review of the 
past year’s activities was given by 
co-chairman Louis Lipsky in be- 
helf of the interim committee. 


The most 
wards inclusion of the labor move- 
ment in its scope was taken when 
the general committee unanimous- 
ly approved a recommendation to 
admit the Trade Union Commit- 
tee for Jewish Unity into the con- 
ference. Approval by the entire 
conference was virtually assured. 

Stating that “the long night of 
war js over,” and emphasizing 
that “we are now -at-the beginning 
of the real struggle for a free 
‘Jewish life,’ Lipsky sharply cas- 
tigated British policy in Palestine 
and -inhuman treatment of Jews 
in refugee camps. 

“A new government of a Labor 
Party,” he said, “has shown itself 
more ruthless in violation of 
pledges than any other British 
government.in--the history of the 
Palestine mandate.” 

He also criticized President 
Truman, who he said “has allowed 


his humanity to cool’~and gave 


his assent to the appointment of 
Anglo-American inquiry commis- 
sion. 


Since the war’s termination, 
Lipsky asserted the American 
‘Jewish Conference. has labored 


unceasingly to present Jewish 
claims and influence the trend of 
affairs. A united front on a world 
scale has been created, embracing 
the World Jewish Congress, the 
Jewish Agency for Palestine and 
the Board of Jewish Deputies: in 
England. 

A joint seoretariat: was estab-

ings of the reparation committee. 
In enumerating activities of the 
American Jewish Conference, Lip- 
sky recalled its memorandum at 
San Francisco, its rescue efforts 
during last stages of war, and its 
work in behalf of displaced Jews 
in refugee camps.

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Fought With Patton In 
Great Battle Of The Bulge

JERSEY CITY — It was a lit- 
tle over a year ago, December 1944 
to be exact, the Battle of the Bulge 
and Ardennes took place in Eur- 
op. In a sudden counter-attack, the 
Germans in a gigantic offensive 
hurled the Americans. back along 
a hundred mile front. From Ger- 
many, Belgium and Holland, right 
back into France. our boys were 
driven by one of the most power- 
e|ful offensives witnessed in battle 
history. 4 = 
Suddenly General. George S, 
Patton and his famed 3rd Army in 
a daring flank wovement broke 
through the enemy lines and help- 
ed save the day. For ten days there 
was a world blackout .as to his 
movements.:.When the Nazis did 
fin out, Patton had outflanked 
them and broken their ofensive. 
Technician 4th Grade Harold T. 
Holloway, part of a quartermaster 
outfit attached to Patton’s 3rd, has 
lived to tell the story.

He didn’t ‘single a 
soldier out because of his race or 
religion—if you lacked the cour- 
age-to-follow—his ‘leadership, you 
weren’t desired and he said so in 
no nice terms. He was colorful and 
loved the glory and praise that 
went with outstanding victories.” 
REAL SOLDIERS ARE MODEST 

One can’t help but like Harold 
Holloway. Twenty-two years old, 
six feet two inches in height and 
one hundred sixty pounds; ‘his. ev- 
ery word spoken rings true of sin- 
cerity and modesty. A goodlooking 
boy, “he isn’t too anxious to talk 
about the past. None of the boys do 
who played an actual part. They 
want to forever blackout pictures 
of buddies’ blood flowing, women 
and children crying their hearts 
out for fallen: loved: ones, They 
want; to forget the-stink and the 
misery of fox-holes slept in day 
after day. These and other things 
are in the past to the real soldier. 
The only way young Holloway was 
mad e totalk was by telling him a 
story then asking our question. 

Now the folks back in the states 
have heard many stories as to the 
friendliness of foreign women to- 
wards American boys. Evidence of 
this is being seen daily by the re- 
turning ships of foreign brides. We 
wanted to know from Harold the 


reaction of European women tow- 
ard our own boys. After’ all he 
spent fifteen months in England, 
France, Belgium, Holland and Ger- 
many. = 
WOMEN LIKED SOLDIERS 
In England many white Ameri- 
can soldier spread lies concerning 
colored troops’ health. At first the 
girls were careful; late in many 
sections of the country our- boys 
were royally received, especially 
in the smaller towns ‘where Ne- 
groes had never been seen and just 
a few American white troops had 
landed, if any. In the larger Eng- 
lish cities, the girls were nice, but 
it was one. of diplomacy rather 
than genuine. It is estimated that 


“|fifty thousand marriages took place 


between Americans and English 
girls, possibly a few thousand were 
between tan Yanks and girls whose 
families took” them into their 
homes as guests and felt happy

Our boys were really loved by 
the females of France and Belgi- 
um,-possibly because they arrived 
as liberators to free them from fhe 
Germans. Harold found those in 
Belgium the nicest: German girls 
were better dressed and fed. Be- 
ing cofitinually fed iHtler’s infer- 
iority untruths; they were ‘cold at

“While history states that the 
earliest clock made its advent into 
Europe during the thirteenth cen- 
tury, Pope Silvester is credited 
with having made the first clock 
in 996 A. D, A clock was put up 
in a clock tower at Westminster 
in 1228: one in Canterbury Ca- 
thedralin 1292, and another in St. 
Albans in 1326, which showed var- 
ious astronomical phenomena. 

“Let us consider fora moment 
the maker of the first American 
clock. Benjamin Benneker. He 
was born in Patopsco, Md., No- 
vember 9, 1731. His father was a 
slave and his mother a free wo- 
man; thus, Banneker was born

“As Banneker completed hiş 


early schooling, George Elliott 
moved into the community. He 
soon discovered that this free Ne- 
gro was a youth of unusual intel- 


ligence. Thus, Mr. Elliott gave 
Banneker any number of books on 
various scientific subjects. By 


studying these books, Banneker 


acquired much knowledge con- 
cerning astronomy. and mathe- 
matics. In 1792, ne published the 
first of a series of almanacs, which 
appeared regularly until 1802. 

“Up to this time, Banneker had 
never seen a clock, éven though 
he did possess a watch, With*his 
knowledge of mathematics, he 
made a clock of wood; arid accord- 
ingto records in the Library -of 
Congress, this clock kept accurate 
time, and ran steadily for twenty 
years; and was accepted as the 
first clock to be made in America. 

“These meritorious achievements 
made him so prominent, that he 
was sought and received by some 
of the most renowned men of the 
United States. Among thesé were 


James McHenry, once vice-presi- 


dent of the United States, and 
Thomas Jefferson. When Jeffer- 
son heard of Banneker, he was s6 
impressed with his genius, that a 
place was obtained for him on the 
commission that laid out and_sur- 
veyed -the District of Columbia.
